On 10/29/92, subjects THEODORE KRUCKEL and ROBERT 
LIBUTTI were indicted for Bank Fraud, Conspiracy, Perjury and 
Failure to Pay Income Tax. The Bank Fraud involved $3.25 million 
in fraudulent nominee loans which were used by LIBUTTI, whom the 
NEWARK STAR LEDGER has reported to be Atlantic City’s biggest 
loser ($12 million) to pay gambling debts. KRUCKEL, who is the 
former President of URBAN NATIONAL BANK (UNB) of Franklin Lakes, 
NJ, knowingly allowed LIBUTTI to defraud the bank. KRUCKEL is 
the son-in-law of NEVINS MC BRIDE, Chairman of the Board of UNB 
and owner of MC BRIDE CONSTRUCTION. 


After several pre-trial hearings and several 
postponements District Judge JEROME SIMANDLE, Camden, NJ, (100 
miles from GMRA) severed the case and KRUCKEL’s trial began on 
9/13/93.
